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Commanding 


During  the  end  of  the  second  world  war  it  was  real- 
ized that  to  prepare  for  the  future  a  larger  or  "super" 
carrier  was  needed.  But,  it  was  not  until  July  of  1950 
when  the  keel  was  laid  that  Forrestal  became  a  reality. 


Commissioned  in  October  1955,  she  had  just  finished 
sea  trials  when  called  to  bolster  U.S.  forces  in  the 
Med.  during  the  1956  Suez  crisis.  Again  in  1958  For- 
restal came  to  standby  during  the  Lebanon  crisis. 
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In  1967  after  seven  Med.  deployments  Forrestal 
made  her  first  Western  Pacific  cruise  to  Viet  Nam. 
On  the  fifth  day  of  combat  operations  a  major  fire 
broke  out  on  the  flight  deck  killing  134  of  her  crew 
and  causing  the  ship  to  return  to  the  yards. 


Since  the  1967  fire  Forrestal  has  operated  in  the  U.S. 
and  Med.  completing  her  tenth  Sixth  Fleet  deploy- 
ment in  the  summer  of  1973. 

Her  eleventh  cruise  to  the  Mediterranean  began  on 
eleven  March  1974  and  ended  in  September  of  the 
same  year.  This  is  the  story  of  that  deployment.
